Massive federal 
aid targeted in 
Lompoc schools

Massive 
federal 
aid 
is being 
applied to two target areas in the 
City of Lompoc in a bold effort to 
s h o re 
up 
th e 
c la s s r o o m 
performance of educationally dis­ 
advantaged youngsters. 
The program is part of the nation­ 
wide Title I authorization, according 
to Robert Thompson, director of 
curriculum 
for 
Lompoc Unified 
School District. 
Targets for the efforts are the El 
Camino and Fillmore Elementary 
schools 
and 
their 
respective 
attendance areas which fall in the 
central and northeast sectors of the 
city. 
An estimated 1,150 students attend 
the 
two 
schools 
in 
grades 
kindergarten 
through 
six. 
The 
district is scheduled to receive 
$166,752 in federal funds for the 
extra educational effort in 
the 
schools over and above the $900-plus 
which will be spent on each student 
anyway. 
Eligibility 
for 
the 
funds 
is 
determ ined 
by 
documentation 
indicating 
large 
numbers 
of 
students from families receiving 
welfare or state aid to families with 
dependent children or from low 
income families. In the case of the 
local district there are 457 students 
coming from such families in the 
two attendance areas. Most but not 
all of the youngsters come from 
Mexican-American homes. 
The Title 1 money will be spent in 
six 
areas; 
language 
arts 
and 
reading, 
math skills, intergroup 
relations, 
parent 
involvement, 
health 
services 
and 
in-service 
training of the school staffs. 
In an assessment of the thrust 
^today, 
Thompson 
said, 
“ ...the 
emphasis of the program will be on 
the improvement of the language 
background of students, and the 
building of a closer link between the 
home and the school in order to 
enlist the parents’ aid in assisting 
their children to succeed in the 
school setting.” 
To get the job done, the district 
has hired a Title I consultant, two 
language arts specialists; two math 
spwialists; one bilingual teacher; 
26 instructional aides, a community 
aide, and six high school aides. 
The program is closely aligned 
with the efforts of the county’s 


Nixon turns over 
surplus lands 


SAN

President Nixon Tuesday turned 
over 23 unused federal land parcels 
worth $9.7 million to state and local 
governments. 
Standing on the sunlit deck of a 
commuter ferry beneath the Golden 
Gate Bridge, Nixon announced the 
transfer of 1,814 acres of land for 
use under his "Legacy of Parks” 
program. 
The properties range from a 
three-acre site adjacent to a junior 
high school in Mt. Olive, Ala., to a 
486-acre parcel of Camp Perry at 
Williamsburg, Va. 
L au re n ce 
S. 
R o c k e fe lle r, 
chairman of the Citizens Advisory 
Committee 
on 
Environmental 
Quality was aboard the ferry during 
the announcement and said, “This is 
very dramatic and exciting news.” 
Nixon’s program of “ Parks to the 
People” was inaugurated March 1, 
1971, and provides for the transfer of 
government land to state and local 
jurisdiction 
for 
recreational 
purposes.

Vietnamese hilltop position 38 miles 
south of Da Nang today and shot 
down two government helicopters 
trying to land reinforcements near 
the threatened town of Tien Phuoc 
two miles away. Nine other helicop­ 
ters were hit. 
UPI reporter Edward Bassett was 
told 
by 
Allied 
officers 
that 
Communist forces stormed Hill 211 
just after dawn, breaking through 
the 
barbed 
wire 
perimeter 
by 
hurling 
five-foot-long bangalore 
torpedoes into the coils. 
At that point, the officers said, the 
250 militiamen and infantry troops 
gave up trying to hold the hill and 
pulled back toward Tien Phuoc. 
An attempt to land reinforce­ 
ments by South Vietnamese Air 
Force helicopters was thwarted 
when Communist ground gunners 
shot down two of the UHl Huey 
aircraft, 
damaged 
three 
others 
badly and hit another six. 
^Military officers said the situation 
at Tien Phuoc, eight miles south of 
embattled Que Son district capital, 
was 
“ serious” 
by 
midafternoon 
today. 
G overnm ent 
soldiers 
were 
hurriedly attempting to build a new 
defense line halfway between Hill 
211 and Tien Phuoc, they said. 
Sketchy details from the area did 
not include casualty reports. 
U.S. 
Navy 
planes 
bombed 
a 
storage area five miles northwest of 
Haiphong Tuesday, setting off an 
exp osion and a huge petroleum fire 
that lit up the skies. But the 200 
attacks carried out against North 
Vietnam cost two Navy jets which 
collided over the Gulf of Tonkin. 
The pilots parachuted safely into 
the sea and were rescued.

Kennedy said in the four-page 
letter that the United States today 
faces “ the greatest crisis since the 
depths of the Great Depression in 
1932.” He said there has been “ a 
slow, constant deadly erosion of the 
national confidence and concern for 
each 
other 
that 
has 
marked 
America as a great civilization.” 
The letter also accuses President 
Nixon of an “apparent indifference 
to 
genuine 
moral 
and 
human 
values.”

water rate action 


The Lompoc City Council did not jump back into the water rate 
controversy as expected during last night’s regular meeting at City 
Hall because of the absence of Mayor George Cotsenmoyer 
Mayor Pro-Tern Art Scott suggested the m atter be held over for the 
next meeting, Sept. 19, when Cotsenmoyer is expected to return from 
vacation. 
Councilman E.C. Stevens agreed, citing the controversial nature of 
the issue and the fact the members of the council themselves are 
divided on the m atter 
When the issue does finally come up the council must face the 
prospect of raising rates as recommended by the city staff, or double 
connection fees and cut the free water allowance to users, as urged by 
the City Water Commission. 
The city staff argues a rate hike is necessary to raise sufficient 
funds for major capital improvements, such as new water main^i, 
drilling for new wells, etc. 
The Water Commission claims there is sufficient funds in reserve 
already for any improvements in the near future and the city needs 
only earn enough revenue to keep from dipping into the reserves 


Democrats suspect another 
try at headquarters 'bug' 


SALT LAKE CITY (U P I)- The 
Democratic party 
suspects that 
there has been another attempt to 
bug 
Democratic offices at 
the 
Watergate Complex in Washington, 
D.C., 
according 
to 
the party’s 
national chairman. 
Jean Westwood said Tuesday a 
member of the press staff at the 
Watergate Hotel last week found 
two workmen installing a “ red box” 
in a large hole cut in a wall next to 
the party offices, 
Mrs. 
Westwood said the men 
installing 
the 
box 
told 
the 
Washington staffer that the device 
was fire detection equipment. She 
said the staffer left the men, but 
when she returned they were gone. 
The box was in the wall with wires 
hanging from it. 
“ We 
checked 
with 
the 
Fire 
Department and they knew nothing 


about 
any 
men 
installing 
fire 
equipment,” she said. “ We checked 
further 
with 
the 
W atergate 
management, and they didn’t know 
anything about it either ” 
When 
asked 
if 
the 
box 
was 
definitely a listening device, she 
said she didn’t know. It was turned 
over to Edward Bennett Williams, 
the Washington attorney handling 
the 
Democrats’ 
suit. 
She 
said 
Williams is investigating the box 
and trying to find out what it is and 
where it came from. 


“ All we know is that we have a 
box and we can’t tie it in with 
anybody,” she said. 


A member of the Washington staff 
described the box as red, about the 
size and shape of a box of kitchen 
matches and squashed in at the 
comers. 


17 killed as Arab 
terrorist raid ends 


MUNICH I U PI)—Arab terrorists 
turned the 20th Olympic Games into 
a bloodsoaked battleground Tuesday 
that took 
17 lives, including 11 
Israeli 
athletes, 
nine 
of 
them 
hostages. Today the other athletes 
paused briefly to honor the dead, 
then went back to the games to 
insure 
that 
the 
spirit 
of 
the 
Olympics would prevail. 
Avery Brundage, president of the 
International Olympic Committee 
(lOC'l, told the athletes assembled 
in the vast Olympic Stadium that 
today was a “day of mourning” but 
said the games would resume at 4:45 
pm , (11:45 am 
EDT)—24 hours 
after they were suspended because 
of the Arab attack 
Sitting in the first three rows of 
the 
stadium 
today 
were 
the 
surviving members of the team 
from Israel For them the games 
were over and they were flying back 
to Israel with the bodies of their 
comrades. 
Two of 
those addressing 
the 
athletes today were Ben Horim, the 
Israeli ambassador to Germany, 
and Shmuel Lalkin, chief of the 
Israeli Olyympic delegation who 
escaped death when he fled from the 
Israeli 
compound 
at 
Olympic 
Village minutes after the Arab 
terrorists killed two Israelis and 
seized nine others as hostages 
“The athletes of Israel hope to 
continue 
in 
(future) 
Olympic 
com petition 
in 
a 
spirit 
of 
brotherhood and fairness despite 
this abominable crim e,” 
Lalkin 
said “ It is in deep sorrow that we 
now leave” 
The Israeli hostages died Tuesday 
evening when an ambush of the 
guerrillas 
by 
West 
G erm an 
m arksm en 
backfired 
T hree 
helicopters had flown the Israelis 
and the .Arabs to an airport. When 
two Arabs left their helicopters to 
in.spect a plane that was to have 
flown them to an Arab country the 
Germans 
opened 
fire 
Other 
guerrillas 
aboard 
the 
third 
helicopter exploded a hand grenade, 
killing all aboard 
The dead included the two Israelis 
killed in the initial Arab assault, the 
nine Israelis seized as hostages, a 
West German policeman caught up 
in an exchange of shots at the 
airport, two Arabs who were with 
the hostages when they were blown 
up and two other guerrillas killed by 
gunfire. Today another body was 
found nearby but it was not immedi­ 
ately identified 


The murders sent a wave of 
revulsion around the world, and in 
Israel there were vows to avenge 
the dead. There also were bitter 
feelings against West Germany for 
p erm ittin g 
the 
tragedy 
to 
occur—feelings that had their birth 
in the tragedy of World War II. 
The Israeli cabinet met again in 
emergency session and issued a 
communique which said “ Israel will 
persevere 
in 
its 
war 
against 
terrorist organizations and will not 
excuse those who aid them from 
responsibility” 


Many Arab nations were apalled 
at the tragedy and the Jordanian 
g o v ern m e n t in its second de- 
nuniciation of the action called the 
attack an “ ugly crime which has 
served to destroy the Arab cause ” 
Syria, which supports the guerrilla 
movement, blamed the events on 
Germany 
President Nixon said the Israelis 
were murdered by “ international 
outlaws of the worst sort ” Pope 
Paul 
VI 
said the 
Arab attack 
“dishonors our tim e” and expressed

Chancellor Willy Brandt 
called a .special meeting of his 
cabinet to discuss the aftermath of 
the shooting He had gone to Munich 
to try to negotiate the Israelis’ 
release but failed efforts which 
could affect his political future 
Today’s memorial services in the 
Olympic Stadium were attended by 
most of the athletes and a crowd of 
84,000 
Brundage’s announcement came 
as somewhat of a surprise since it 
had previously been announced that 
the International Olympic Commit­ 
tee would not hold a definite vote on 
resumption of the games until after 
the service 
His voice shaking with emotion, 
Brundage. who retires as head of the 
I0(’ after the games, pleaded for 
renewed efforts to “keep them 
clean, 
honest 
and 
pure ” 
He 
concluded by saying “we declare 
today to be a day of mourning We 
will continue all the events one day 
later than scheduled ”

The order was requested 
by an anti busing committee 
Supporters of the busing 
order issued by a federal

1970 were not 
represented in court 
Christensen’s 
ruling, 
which did not set a date for 
a hearing on his order, was 
issued the same day the U.S. 
Ju s t ic e 
Department 
intervened in the district’s 
appeal to the U S Supreme 
Court for a stay of the 
integration order.

In its monthly review of 
the California economy, the 
Department 
of 
Finance 
Tuesday said work on the 
shuttle 
system 
will 
accelerate from the middle 
of 1973 and that the gradual 
employment buildup should 
peak between 1975 and 1977. 


North American Rockwell 
was the successful bidder 
for the orbiter phase of the 
space shuttle program The 
department said 60 per cent 


of the multi million dollar 
contract 
is expected 
to 
remain in California after 
subcontracting. 


“ It is unlikely that this 
program 
will lead to net 
employment gains until the 
latter months of 1973. at the 
earliest,’ the agency said, 
noting 
that 
only 
1,000 
workers are expected to be 
hired for the contract during 
the next year 
“ This,” 
the department 
said, “ may be more than 
offset by reductions due to 
phasing-out 
of 
programs 
scheduled for completion 
within the next two years 
From 1974 on, however, a 
gradual increase in employ­ 
ment is anticipated ”

NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Appreciation of art is be­ 
coming more and more wide­ 
spread in the United States 
in the past decade. Once, 
when a museum or art gal­ 
lery was jam-packed the 
mob 
was 
comprised 
of 
school kids, being led by the 
nose 
into 
the 
wonderful 
world of “ culture.” 
Apparently the forced at­ 
tendance gave birth to many 
an art lover. First came 
the “ I-don’t-know-who-did-it- 
but-I-like-it” group And of 
their own accord they be­ 
gan the study of art and 
its history—past and current. 
When the Mona Lisa was on 
exhibit here, literally thous­ 
ands upon thousands of peo­ 
ple came to see the picture. 
Contemporary artists have 
stirred up tremendous ad­ 
miration and we have final­ 
ly arrived, it seems, at a 
point in time when a gifted 
painter need not exchange 
life for fame. He can reap 
his just rewards long before 
he makes the obituary col­ 
umns. In fact, the growing 
interest in paintings may 
soon cause the words “ starv­ 
ing artist” to lose all their 
meaning. 
Among the exhibits of liv­ 
ing artists now attracting 
crowds of people was the re­ 
cent showing of “ The Art of 
Chile” in New York Among 
the paintings of the nine 
artists shown were those of 
Arturo Pacheco Altamirano 
—a man whose life proves 
that if artists are no longer 
starving they are at least 
still colorful 
personalities. 
Altamirano is considered by 
critics to be the finest liv­ 
ing painter in his native 
Chile and a national treas­ 
ure. He is also highly re­ 
garded in Europe and Asia 
where he has exhibited ex­ 
tensively. 
Painting is the national 
hobby in Chile, perhaps be­ 
cause of the 
spectacular 
scenery. It is a country in 
which painters are genuine­ 
ly respected and none more 
than 
Pacheco, 
as 
he 
is 
called, who was born there 
in 1905. 
Even though his own politi­ 
cal views differ radically 
from theirs he is well liked 
by the Chilean government 
—no mean accomplishment. 
He has retained a personal 
frie n d s h ip with Marxist 
president Allende, 
despite 


the fact that he, himself, 
is an avowed anti-Commu- 
nist "Something 1 got from 
being one of the original 
founders of Chile's Commun­ 
ist party,” he said, “ and then 
having viewed the results." 
Altamirano’s work defies 
classification. He is a paint­ 
er of atmosphere and depth. 
The sea and his love of it 
and the countryside infuse 
his work. Critics around the 
world have commented on 
his vibrant use of color, the 
confidence and power of his 
execution. 
He is married to Donna 
Victoria who, acquaintances 
say, is one of the most beau­ 
tiful women in the world. “ I 
keep a rigidly ordered home 
so I can devote myself com­ 
pletely to painting and the 
sea,” he said. His rambling 
and spectacular home is de­ 
signed 
like 
a 
boat 
and 
spread over many acres with 
a studio and museum at­ 
tached. 
A selection of Altamirano’s 
paintings have already been 
bequeathed to Chile as a na­ 
tional patrimony. “ The pur­ 
pose for this,” the painter 
said, “ is to leave a heritage 
of art which I feel should be­ 
long to my native country for 


the future enjoyment of its 
people,” 
Altamirano’s active efforts 
are directed toward expand­ 
ing and enriching his en­ 


dowment to the National 
Chilean 
Museum. 
Almost 
everything he paints goes 
toward that goal. Hardly 
anything is put up for sale. 
His entire available works 
have been acquired by Lewis 
& Masters, Inc. of New York. 
In spite of his openly ex­ 
pressed anti-Marxist views. 
Altamirano is often visited 
by President Allende. “ Al­ 
lende,” the artist said, “ is 
a patron of the arts who likes 
to relax in friendly conver­ 
sation and enjoy the works 
of the masters.” 
Despite Pacheco’s active 
support of the political oppo­ 
sition, Allende has arranged 
to show his art in the state 
museums of Portugal, Spain 


and France where the paint­ 
ings will be exhibited but 
not sold. The scarcity of 
available Altamirano paint­ 
ings makes the ones that are 
available an excellent in­ 
vestment. Collectors are now 
paying $2.500 and up. 
Something of a recluse, he 
is much better known to the 
people who inhabit the sea­ 
side. 
the 
docks 
and 
the 
countryside than he is to 
high society. He is a lot 
more at home with steve­ 
dores (to whom he is a fa­ 
miliar figure) than he is with 
V.I.Ps.

Meat eaters grumble 


By GAY.NOR MADDOX 
So you and your family 
insist on having a fine 
broiled steak for dinner Or 
else you prefer a juicy roast 
of beef You are convinced 
it is your right as an Ameri­ 
can to enjoy these things 
whenever you want them. 
The American housewife 
labors under a lalse impres­ 
sion that good meat morally 
should not cost more than 
she is willing to pay Oh, 
yes, she accepts higher auto­ 
mobile prices, higher cloth­ 
ing and shoe costs and pays 
more for liquor. 
But a further rise in the 
price of beef she says she 
will not take without violent 
protest, threats to boycott, 
demands for price controls. 
Price controls would re­ 
sult m the withdrawal of 
much meat from the market. 
Except for more jawbon­ 
ing and some juggling of 
figures, President Nixon will 
do nothing to halt the in­ 
crease. Nor will Sen 
Mc­ 
Govern, if he is elected in 
November. 
Edgar Friedmann, owner 
of Akron Prime Meats, Inc., 
one of New York City's high­ 
est-rated but cher shops, 
says: ‘ I've been in this busi­ 
ness over 35 years. I cannot 
remember any time when 
the rule of prices was not 
going up." 
T o d a y , 
despite 
rising 
prices, his business is thriv­ 
ing 
“ People may protest. They 
still want their steaks and 
roasts," he explains, adding 
“ In a month, we will have 
to negotiate new labor con­ 
tracts 
I expect we’ll pay 


A munching favorite 


from 12 to 15 per cent more 
for labor 
That will cover 
higher costs for trucking, for 


butchers, for slaughter house 
workers — for everything 
connected with our business. 
Of course. I’ll have to raise 
my prices still further then.’’ 
Friedmann told of a con­ 
versation with a Wyoming 
cattleman. 
He has just contracted to 
sell his cattle beginning in 
October for the next eight 
months at 10c a pound high­ 
er than last year. That 10 
cents a pound is for cattle 
on the hoof, before they are 
placed in lots for special 
feeding You can figure what 
the total rise in price for 
these cattle will be when 
they get to the retail mark­ 
et. Yet, remember, he was 
forced to raise his prices 
to compete on the market " 
Another cause of raising 
meat prices will be the ban­ 
ishment by the Food and 
Drug Administration of feed­ 
ing DES to cattle, beginning 
January, 1973 DES is die- 
thylstilbestrol, a growth- 
stimulating hormone used in 
feeding cattle. It has been 
linked to cancer produced in 
experimental animals. 
Food scientists estimate 
that a beef animal given 
DES in its feed will reach 
ma r k e t wei ght of 1,000 
pounds at least 35 days soon­ 
er, and will use 500 pounds 
less feed than a comparative 
animal not fed DES There­ 
fore the Department of Agri­ 
culture figures that the cost 
of eliminating DES from ani­ 
mal feed will increase beef 
cost by 34 cents a pound

The retirement of Earl 
Coke as agency secretary 
for Agriculture and Services 
has opened up speculation 
as to who will succeed him. 
Governor 
Reagan, 
upon 
being notified by Coke of his 
intention to leave, moved 
promptly to fill the post held 
bv him as agency secretary. 
But Coke's role in the 
Reagan 
administration 
went far beyond the duties 
Of an agency secretary. To 
all 
intents and purposes 
Coke was. in many things, 
(he 
final 
a u th o rity 
concerning 
administrative 
decisions. 
He 
has 
been 
called the “real day to day 
governor ". For his area of 
influence 
extended 
over 
department 
heads 
not 
|vithin his agency and even 
ever the other three agency 
secretaries 
His has been a leveling 
influence in a theater of 
operation 
dominated 
by 
younger men 
While Coke 
Was not 
an 
experienced 
politician in the sense of 
those who have engaged in 
campaigns, his background 
provided him with a balance 
of judgement upon which 
the 
Governor 
leaned 
heavily. 
This is not to say Coke's 
part 
was 
unusual. 
Governors, by and large, 
tend to shy away from the 
details of administration 
They direct their attentions 
to 
politics, 
legislative 
matters and overall policy. 
Just the matter of filling the 
hundreds of appointments to 
office keeps them busy. 


So in each administration 
there emerges a strong man 
who, 
either 
by 
specific 
designation of the Governor 
or 
by 
usurpation 
with 
passive 
consent 
of 
the 
Governor, takes over the 
management 
of 
routine 
affairs of state government 
In years gone by this 
power has generally been in 
the hands of the Director of 
Finance. That person has a 
built in base of authority 
which lends itself to making 
him the key figure in the 
administration 
•For 
all 
agencies 
of 


government must submit 
their proposed budgets to 
him He then puts together 
what 
becomes 
the 
Governor’s budget that is 
handed to the Legislature 
for its approval 
But the 
passage of the budget by the 
Legislature 
does 
not 
automatically give to the 
operating 
agencies 
the 
money appropriated Before 
expenditures can be made 
from 
the funds granted, 
justifications must again be 
made 
to 
the 
Finance 
Department 
This 
double 
review automatically places 
the Finance Director in a 
position of great power 
Under Culbert Olson. Phil 
S 
Gibson exercised this 
a u th o rity 
until 
his 
appointment 
as 
Chief 
Justice 
George 
Killion 
succeeded 
him 
and 
dominated the scene Under 
Earl Warren, James Dean 
filled the role 
But 
the 
power 
was 
wrested from the Finance 
director 
during 
Goodwm 
Knight’s regime by Paul 
Mason who held the post of 
Director of Motor Vehicles. 
Mason spent the bulk of his 
time right in the Governor’s 
office and exerted great 
influence. 
When Edmund G. “ Pat” 
Brown took over the reins 
he eventually named Hale 
champion Finance Director 
and the power shifted back 
to Finance 
In 
R e a g a n ’s 
administration the Finance 
Department has occupied a 
back 
seat 
due 
to 
the 
influence and abilities of 
Coke 
In 
naming 
James 
G. 
Stearns, 
Conservation 
Director, to fill the job 
vacated 
by 
Coke, 
the 
Governor has picked an able 
man who has performed 
well in the administration. 
But whether he can fill the 
vacuum caused by Coke’s 
departure and retain the 
extraordinary powers held 
by Coke remains to be seen. 
There is some conjecture 
that the present Finance 
Director, Verne Orr, may 
restore the base of power to 
his office.

The last Olympics for Moshe Weinberg

Frankly he was getting a little 
tired of them, like a lot of other 
people 
Besides, he was anxious to go back 
ю те to N'tanya, between Haifa and 
ГН Aviv, so he could see his 5-week- 
jld son After all, he hardly knew 
iim. 
“ I didn't get a chance to see much 
jf the Olympics,” he said to his 
close friend Eliahu 
Arnrani, a 
physical instructor who was here 
with him, 
‘The fellows have kept me busy 
with their workouts It’s getting to 
be too much for me, I don’t care to 


travel that much any more This will 
be my last Olympics.” 
Moshe Weinberg, a fine looking 33- 
year-old six-foot, 210-pound college 
physical education teacher, was 
more 
prophetic 
than 
he 
ever 
intended to be 


He had returned to the Olympic 
Village here about two in the 
morning Tuesday after having gone 
to a Munich restaurant for a meal 
with some of his friends 


He had been asleep only a couple 
of hours when he heard someone at 
the door of his room on the ground 
floor of the Israeli building 
Weinberg got up saw five Arabs, 
all carrying high velocity rifles, and 
grasped the situation instantly 
Some of the others in the building 
also 
were 
awakened 
by 
the 
commotion and carne to their doors. 


In Hebrew, Weinberg warned them 
to stay back One of the terrorists, 
panicking, began blazing away at 
Weinberg 
The Israeli was right This was his 
last Olympics 
The whole thing was so grotesque, 
so 
unimaginable, 
so 
terrifying, 
coming as it did during a program of 
sport 
and Games dedicated to 
brotherhood and good will, that it 
defies practically all belief. 
“ This place was so peaceful 
yesterday Now look at it," declared 
one of Ireland s athletes 
He was standing behind a barrier 
in the Olympic Village Tuesday and 
the barrier was manned by Village 
police, security men and soldiers 
who saw to it that no unauthorized 
persons ventured within 200 yards of 
the besieged building in which the 
Israeli Olympians were held hostage 


by the Arab terrorists. 
Athletes 
from 
the 
various 
countries craned their necks out the 
windows hoping for a glimpse of 
what was going on in the Israeli 
quarters 


Some were rewarded for their 
efforts They d stare at the Arab 
terrorists who could be seen in two 
of the rooms, one on the third floor 
and another on the second, and the 
terrorists would stare back at them. 
If it wasn t all so grim, it would 
look like something out of a Laurel 
and Hardy movie The Arab lookout 
on the third floor was a youth in his 
20s, wore a rust colored shirt, 
carried a grenade on his left side 
and kept one hand on the gun at his 
other side. 
He was noticeably tense early in 
the afternoon, then relaxed as the 


day wore on, although he kept 
looking furtively around the corner 
of the building all the time. The 
terrorists issued their ultimatum 
early and stuck by it despite three 
separate 
meetings 
with 
West 
German authorities and members of 
the International Olympic Commit­ 
tee 
They 
demanded 
200 
Arab 
prisoners be freed in Israel 
They set a deadline for noon, then 
pushed it up to I p.m., then to 3 p.m. 
and then to 5 
Two minutes before five they took 
one of their hostages to a window 
and held a gun in his back. Five 
o clock came and went, and in a few 
hours it was dark 
In the Olympic Village it turned 
cooler. 
Moshe Weinberg’s body lay cold in 
a local morgue 


first in rumor only as officials 
hedged and said they could not 
“ confirm“ the good news 
And 
finally at 3 a m here, as the village 
slept after a day of horror, German 
officials came before microphones 
in the Press Center to reveal the 
awful details:

WASHINGTON - The Republican 
opposition will dismiss Sen. George 
McGovern's 
venture 
in 
populist 
reforms as merely whistling in the 
wind of a flourishing economv. The 
specialists will shoot it full of holes 
and they will brand it as 'soak the 
rich.” They will laugh all the way to 
the bank in scorn for the chances of 
McGovern, in the presidency, being 
able to put over his reforms 
Yet the laughter 
may sound a bit hol­ 
low when the new 
Congress returns in 
January For tax re­ 
form has some high­ 
ly respectable spon­ 
sors. 
One 
is the 
powerful chairman 
of the House Ways 
and Means Commit­ 
tee, 
Rep 
Wilbur 
Mills of Arkansas. 
Into his 
reform 
pot 
McGovern 
tossed the proposal to make Mills, 
who 
had 
his 
own 
presidential 
ambitions, secretary of the treasury 
in his administration. 


Mills introduced a reform bill 
calling 
for 
the 
repeal 
of 
54 
provisions of the code. That would 
cover virtually all the so-called tax 
loopholes. They would be closed out 
dn three stages beginning on Jan 1, 
1974, when 18 would go. Majority 
Leader Mike Mansfield sponsored 
the same proposal in the Senate 


Because ne telt a tax reform bill 
with such distinguished sponsorship 
would 
make 
business 
uneasy a 
ranking Democrat on ways and 
means. Rep 
A1 Ullman, D -O re. 
proposed that the whole problem be

Mills had recommended passage of 
the reforms be reviewed at each 
stage before they were final 
As 
McGovern's economists have said 
tax reform has been studied and 
studied and studied with action 
always kept on the back burner 
Little - noted at the time was the 
pledge given when the debt limit bill 
was passed by the House on June 30. 
To 
quiet 
the 
grumbling 
from 
congressmen who complained that 
if only the loopholes wre closed the 
debt would not have to be increased 
by a whopping “ tem porary’ 
$50 
billion, it was declared that tax 
reform 
should have the highest 
priority in the next Congress. This 
commitment is taken seriously by 
Mills and other ranking members of 
his committee which must originate 
tax legislation 
The debt bill last June set the 
“ perm anent'’ debt at $400 billion, 
m aking 
the 
total 
when 
the 
“ tem porary“ is added $450 billion 
The Congress will have to act again 
before October 31 when the present 
limit expires. Measured against the 
gross national product, soaring to 
the trillion level, the debt doesn't 
look 
too 
excessive. 
But 
to 
traditionalists harking back to a 
simpler day it is a veritable Mt 
Everest 
In the current budget the estimate 
of the interest charge against the 
$450 billion is $22 7 billion and that is 
a large chunk of tax dollars. 
The 
plain 
truth 
is 
that 
the 
disproportion between the top five 
per cent and the bottom 10 per cent 
is 
growing 
greater. 
They 
are 
standing still in a dismal limbo of 
welfare and marginal existence 
McGovern’s proposed $4000 floor 
under incomes, regardless of how it 
might be administered and where 


the money comes from, would be a 
corrective

th e o r e tic a lly 
free 
societies such big gaps between the 
top and the bottom of the heap put 
stability, order, progress in danger 
The threat of violence whether

coercion applied from the top 
The 
rhetoric 
President 
Nixon 
dispensed 
so

acceptance speech cannot conceal
